Show Increase in 
Use of Electricity 


The year 1929 is to be a year of 


great commercial activity for the 
Southern California Edison company 
in the Covir.a district, according to 
word brot back by Roy C. Hanna, 
district manager, from the annual 
district managers' meeting at the 
Biltmore hotel in Los Angeles, Fri- 
day, December 28. 


'•'A quota of 6000 electric range 


sales is scheduled for the Southern 
California Edison company systam 
for 1929," said Mr. Hanna. 
"Of 


this total, wo in this district have 
promised to sell 125. Electric appli- 
ances of all kinds have tikon hold 
of the popular fancy and the consum- 
ers' acceptance of the modern elec- 
tric labor-saving devices is growing 
diiy by day. This is particularly true 
in the big territory comprising the 
Covina district." 


Thruout the United States the av- 


erage kilowatt hour consumption by 
domestic consumers for all purposes 
is 4:29 kilowatt hours per year. On 
tho lines of the Southern California 
Edison company records show a use 
of 500 kilowatt hours per consumer 
per year. This figure covers domestic 
use- of electricity only. 


During the twelve months ending 


December 30, 1928, new business to- 
taling (iOSl horsepower was taken on 
the lines in the Covina distiict. For 
the twelve months of 3929 a total of 
10,565 horsepower of new business 
has been established for this district. 
This is an increase of 58 per cent 
and serves to indicate to some degree 
the growth which the Covina district 
and the adjacent communities ure 
enjoying.

Valley Sanitation 
District to A s k 
Acti6n on Sewage 


Action hading toward «. golutiofi 


of thp sewage disposal situation in 
the Sari Gabriel ^valley -was ta^on 
last week-by the board of 
of county sanitation district No* 7, 
iS;,n.d it is expected that all communi- 
ties will be asked to take some ac- 
tion in the noa.t jFuiiiro to soJv© 
perplexing question. 


Sanitation district No. 7 covers 


much of the San Gabriel valley, in- 
cluding thp. sities of San Marino, 
South Pasadena, Aihambra, San Ga- 
briel, Monterey Park, Sierra Madre, 
Monrovia, Arcadia, El Monte, Azusa, 
Glendora, .Covina, and West Covina, 
and 
the unincorporated areas of 


Flintridgo, Altadeua, Tsmple, Eose-! 
mead, Walmar, and Baldwin Park. 
The district was formed in 1925 by 
the board of supervisors after re- 
peated and urgent requests by civic 
organisations thruout the area for 
the purpose of participating in the 
Los Angeles 
county 
metropolitan 


project. A bond election was held in 
January, 1926, and ultho the vote 
was 5176 in favor and only 3612 
against the proposition, it did not 
receive the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority to carry it. Tho vote in the 
southern area was strongly in favor 
of tho project but was insufficient to 
overcome the opposition of the north- 
ern portion of the district, which in- 
cludes Fiintridge, Sierra Madre, Ar- 
cadia, Monrovia, Azusa, and Glen- 
dora. 


Civic leaders in the southern por- 


tion of the district feel that those 
communities should not be held back 
in obtaining relief \>y the northerly 
urea, which -apparently does not feel 
the same need. Many unofficial meet- 
ings, 
sittended by representatives 


from the various 'communities in- 
volved, have been held during the 
past twelve months and at these 
meetings the conclusion was reached 
thut the only way to proceed would 
be to dissolve tho present district 
and form a new district to include 
only those areas which appeared un- 
questionably to be in favor with the 
project. 
Guided by the sentiment 


thus indicated the board of directors 
of the district are now taking the 
necessary steps toward culling an 
election for the dissolution of tho dis- 
trict, according to the requirements 
of law. It is planned that the elec- 
tion can ' o held in February, at 
which time it ia .hoped that the dis- 
trict 
will 
be 
dissolved 
and 
the 


southern area may begin anew. 


Monterey Park has long felt the 


need of adequate seiverage. Covina 
built up a sower system several 
years ago, but has never been, able 
to avail itseJf of its use because 
of tho luck of means of disposal. 
Aihambra and South Pasadena, altho 
piu-iicipating with. Pasadena in the 
Tri-CHrus sewage plant near Valley 
boulevard, appear to be anxious to 
withdraw 
from 
this 
arrangement 


and participate in tho county plan. 


The outstanding merit of the mei- 


ropolituil sewerage plan is in the 
maintenance of separate local sewage 
plants i;i the San Gabriel valley to 
the detriment and depreciation of 
surrounding property. Azusa recent- 
ly defeated a bond election propos- 
ing tin; construction of a sewage 
plant, in the southerly erul of the 
city. This is a clear indication, in 
the opinion of civic leaders thruout 
the district, that such methods of 
.'•i:\vngf; disposal a."e undesirable.

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Distinctive Festivals— 


That colorful parade and festival at Pasadena on Tues- 


day reminds us again that communities best advertise them- 
selves by perfecting one event that is distinctive, and which 
becomes linked inseparably with the name of the locality. 


For more than three decades, Pasadena has advertised 


to the country and the world that it lies in the heart of the 
warm southland, where roses bloom at New Year's, and 
where there is an abundance of flowering plants and sunshine 
at a time when the rest of the country beyond the Rockies 
is blanketed in snow and shut in by cold. Pasadena's festival 
has been of incalculable benefit to all of southern Califor- 
nia, because the claims of that city concerning climate at 
New Year's are the claims of all of this favored land along 
the southern coastal plane of California. 


Communities must individualize themselves. It is a fact 


that New Year's is about the poorest time in the year to 
make a display of flowers in southern California. Any other 
month could produce more. But that is not the point. Flow- 
ers in generous profusion are to be., had from thousands of 
gardens and parks at New Year's, even tho less plentiful 
than at other times. 


Years age it was suggested that the communities of the 


upper San Gabriel valley organize a blossom festival each 
year at the time that the great orchard area is in full bloom. 
This festival has never materialized, but it is an excellent 
idea, and v/ould appeal to people in general. 


All too many of the tourists end their visits to southern 


California before the real season of fruits and flowers, which 
generally gains its peak of beauty at Eastertime. If the com- 
munities of the east end of the county are looking for a dis- 
tinctive festival, this idea of arranging one during the heighth 
of the orchard blooming season is excellent. 


Standardized Education— 


The California Taxpayers' association, a body of earnest 


men who have dedicated their efforts to economy in govern- 
mental affairs, relating to state, county, municipal and school 
districts, is campaigning for the establishment of consolidat- 
ed school units, abolishing the old system of small districts 
governed by local boards of trustees. 


The attitude of the association as to saving money and 


bringing about greater efficiency is 
1 commendable, but there 


is something more to government than cutting tax rates, 
however much we may all desire less expenditure. There is 
a trend toward institutionalism all over the country, and 
with such consolidation comes economy, without doubt, in 
most instances. But individuality is destroyed. The govern- 
ment becomes more and more impersonal, and therefore un- 
responsive to many needs that now are cared for thru more 
sympathetic contact. Great banks are becoming greater, but 
losing touch with the individual. More and mote, se fi,nd 
authority vested in some remote'place, well nigh inaccessible. 
Small matters that mean so much to many of us'cannot be 
adjusted. The point of authority is too far away, to difficult 
to reach. 


Small communities, functioning by themselves, may be 


wasteful when you consider them with the rule of the mass 
productionists. But they remain human. And it may be that 
if it costs more to run our own affairs, it is worth more. 


When we are all card indexed, standardized, made of one 


color and size and packed uniformly, the cost may be less. 
But generally when you attempt to standardize the human 
family, the result is the loss of flavor, loss of color, and life 
is about as interesting as a stream of crushed rock passing 
over an endless belt. 


The Moving Finger Writes— 


Economists, students of civilization, have been reminding 


us for years that the trend of opportunity is southward, to 
South America, and advising the youth of the North Amer- 
ican continent to "go south, young man, go south." 


"Westward the trend of empire makes its way" was the 


slogan of the past century. But the westward trend has 
reached the Pacific ocean. The potentially rich lands of the 
southern continent beckon the youth of today, but there is 
a warning not to go unprepared. In the schools today pupils 
should be majoring in Spanish and French, and universities 
should be emphasizing the necessity for an education in trade 
psychology as applied to these new lands of opportunity. 


Herbert Hoover, unerring in his judgment of world con- 


ditions, educated in trade futures, surprised the country by 
making a brief visit to South America as soon as he became 
president-elect. Hoover is never moved by a whim, or by 
any inclination to seek personal pleasure.' He went with "a 
distinct purpose, and without question this visit is merely 
a preliminary to a well-thot-out plan as regards the relations 
between the two hemispheres. 


Abraham Lincoln said at one time: "I will study and 


prepare, and maybe my time will come." There was a bit 
of the courageously wistful in that remark; something poig- 
nant and deeply fundamental in the denouement. For he wa* 
prepared, and his great opportunity moved full-fronted to the 
point of his preparedness. 


Study languages, race psychology, the history of the Latin 


people. The south is the great reservoir for the energy of the 
American youth of the coming generations. 


Community Plays— 


The service clubs of Covina are to be commended for the 


determination to sponsor amateur presentations of the spoken 
drama in the city. The legitimate stage has never been ex- 
celled or displaced by any form of entertainment of a theatri- 
cal nature. 


If a group of community players can be encouraged to 


give two or three plays every season, with the talent of the 
city and valley called upon to furnish the casts, it will be of 
lasting benefit to the community. 


Amateur talent has improved, as has everything pise in 


our community life. Every community has plenty'of <*ood 
material for such productions. And we have men and women 
who know the stage, its needs, its mechanics, and who know 
how to direct and make a success of such performances. The 
Lions club and the American Legion have produced very en- 
tertaining and successful plays in Covina, and it is now p,'o- 
posed that other organizations be asked to join them in sup- 
porting these ventures. It is a form of activity that will add 
much to the community life, and possesses an educational 
value as well as that of transient entertainment. 


Gold-Bearing Ore 
to Be Salvaged at 
San Gabriel Dam 


Azusa Herald: 
There may be 


much gold-bearing ore in Ban Ga- 
briel canyon, but there is a greater 
quantity of more precious metal- 
bearing ore in the San Gabriel 
mountains than was ever yielded to 
the forty-uiners in yellow metal,. 
This precious metal is the alloy bear- 
ing metal being taken from the rocks 
at Don C, Bryan's mining camp just 
a little way up the San Gabriel can- 
yon. 
This alloy has welding and 


penetrating elements that make it 
invaluable. That which is coming 
from the testing furnaces at the 
Bryan camp penetrates and welds 
cold steel or wrought iron, and hard- 
ens other metals to that degree that 
they^are indestructible as bearings 
in machinery. 


But, if there's gold up there, let 


us go after it also. Following is an 
item showing up in the daily press 
early this week: 


"Believing that ' there's gold in 


them tliar hills' in the vicinity of 
the San Gabriel dam site, the San 
Gabriel \rallcy Development associa- 
tion has made a proposition to the 
board of supervisors to conduct gold 
dredging in the area where much of 
the rock and gravel for dam con- 
struction purposes is to be obtained, 
planning to extract whatever pre- 
•cious" metal they can and turn the 
gravel over to the county afterwards. 
Millson Dawns, n realty operator, is 
said to be the head of the company 
making the proposal. 


"The board of supervisors has in- 


structed Boy W. Dowds, flood con- 
trol counsel, to make an investiga- 
tion of the situation. 
Government 


experts recently reported that gold 
did not exist in commercial quanti- 
ties in the immediate vicinity of the 
damsite and canceled a number of 
mineral claim filings made after it 
became known that the dam is to 
be built. Several other claims are 
now under investigation. 


"If it should be ascertained that 


gold-dredging operations might be 
profitable in connection with the ex- 
traction of rock and gravel for con- 
struction purposes, the county proba- 
bly will do its own dredging rather 
than 'farm out' the privilege, ac- 
cording to information obtained at 
the courthouse. No action will be 
taken, however, until the government 
engineers and Counsel Dowds sub- 
mit reports."

HOW TO OOOK VEGETABJJBS TO 


PRESERVE TEEIB FLAVOR 


Vegetables of the cabbage family, 


such as Brussels sprouts, cauliflower 
and turnips, are the ones most likely 
to change flavor in cooking. These, 
along with onions, arc called •' strong 
juiced." Wrong methods of cooking 
develop a oisagrneable taste and 
odor in jfche cabbage family which 
has given them this false name of 
*"strong-juiced •'' vegetables. 


These vegetables should be cooked 


in a large amount of water, uncover- 
ed, in the shortest time possible, and 
not in a steamer'or pressure cooker. 


Those vegetables give off the un- 


pleasant odor when they have been 
cooked a long time in a small amount 
of water, especially if they have 
been started in warm water and 
heated slowly. This gives the sul- 
phur compounds in them a chance to 
decompose and produce the unpleas- 
ant odor and flavor. The same thing 
happens in a steamer and still more 
in a pressure cooker. The vegetable 
acids, which destroy green coloring, 
do not have a chance to escape in the 
steam, and the very high tempera- 
ture hastens the breaking down of 
the sulphur v Dmpounds. Onions, how- 
ever, lose some flavor in cooking 
rather than acquire a new one. They 
should be cooked rapidly in a rather 
large amount of water until tender. 
Steamer and pressure cooking retain 
too much of their flavor. All other 
vegetables tucept the cabbage fam- 
ily and onions arc best cooked to

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Steel Rails Lead 


to Magic Land of 


Midnight Sun 


Sonio time next spring, 
along 


about May 15, a golden spike .will 
be driven into a cedar crosstie on the 
shores of bleak Hudson bay, and all 
the United States. •Canada and Mex- 
ico will have direct railroad service 
to the Arctic and the land of the 
midiiight sun. 


For the first time in the history of 


North America, a two weeks' summer 
vacation may include an arctic trip 
into the. land where the sun never 
sets all summer long, a trip rivaling 
the European journey to the famous 
fjords of Norway, writes J. Earla 
Miller in Popular Mechanics maga- 
zine. It -will pass thru the land of 
the Crees, over the Height of Land 
and down thru the Great Barrens, 
where no trees can grow, and out to 
the land of the Eskimo, on the 
shores of the great bay. 


To get the steel rails to the inland 


sea the famous navigator found, and 
•where he died when cast adrift by his 
Mutinous crew, the weirdest, strang- 
est railroad job ever undertaken in 
North America has been going for- 
ward across the frozen north in win- 
ter, with temperatures of fifty below 
zero, and over the oozing muskeg 
swamps in summer, when the ther- 
mometer rises to the nineties. 


Prom the war-time trenches of 


Europe came au idea that made the 
work thru the swamps possiblcr— 
duck boards, as the soldiers 'called 
their wooden sidewalks. Twenty-one 
thousand of them were built in the 
winter of 1927-28, freighted out on 
sleds ahead of the end of steel, and 
distributed in caches every ten miles. 
Placed end to end, they would have 
made a wooden sidewalk of some 
twenty-nine miles in length. 


Instead of steam shovels, graders, 


tractors and horses — all the modern 
equipment usually associated with 
railrQad building — the contractors 
went back to the days when the first 
transcontinental line was pushing 
across the plains and built their rail- 
road thru the wilderness with wheel- 
barrows, picks and shovels, for noth- 
ing heavier could navigate the mus- 
keg in safety. 


A muskeg swamp is nothing but 


reindeer moss and decayed vegeta- 
tion. In places, the railroad engin- 
eers found the perpetual frost-line 
only six inches under the surface. A 
few feet away, the gathering of 
water might draw the frost during 
the summer to a depth of six feet 
or more. The frost itself is in many 
places twenty feet or more in depth. 
To get a permanent water supply for 
the tanks supplying the locomotives, 
huge wells were dynamited down 
below the frost line to reach seepage 
water

wiser engine that knows its par- 
ents! 


Which is introductory to an- 


nouncement that the Southern-Pa- 
cific Company has just placed in 
service ten of the largest and most 
powerful locomotives ever operated 
over its lines. 


Although they are lineal descend- 


ants of the pioneer woodburner "C. 
P. Huntington," known as Southern 
Pacific No. 1, the new oil-burning 
mastodons of railroad motive power 


bear little resemblance to their 
great grandfather. 


How times and appearances have 


changed since the first locomotive 
was shipped around the Horn in 
1863 for service in California is 
best illustrated by the following 
comparison: 


The Huntington (DOW used for 


historical exhibition purposes only) 
is 29% feet in length, and weighs 
39,000 pounds. It could haul four 
small cars up a grade of 26 feet to a 
the mile—a surprising performance 
in its day! 


The Southern Pacific's 
new 


giants of the rails are 120 feet 
long, 16 feet four inches high -and 
each weighs, when loaded, 906,900 
pounds. They have individual trac- 
tive power of 112,760 pounds. 


Ten of the new locomotives, tech- 


nically described as "single expan- 
sion articulated1' engines, have been 
added to the company's motive 


power equipment on the 139-mile 
run over the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains between Roseville, California, 
and Sparks, Nevada. 


To appreciate fully the size and 


power of the iron steeds just har- 
nessed by Southern Pacific, it must 
be known that "articulated type" 
means two separate engines hinged 
together. So it is a case of two 
locomotives in one, but operated as 


unit. 
The new engines, unlike most 


locomotives, have the cab in front. 
This arrangement has not been 
utilized by any other railroad but 
has been previously employed on a 
number of Southern Pacific Mallet 
compounds. Its purpose is to keep 
the cab clear of smoke and gases 
while operating through tunnels 
and snowsheds and to give the en- 
glnemen a better view of the track 
ahead.

Wheat, and not tourists, sent the 


steel to Hudson briy. From Saska- 
toon, in the 'center 'of the Alberta 
and Saskatchewan prairies, to Liver- 
pool by way of Hudson bay is only 
3791 miles, whereas it is 5213 miles 
by way of the Great Lakes and the 
St. Lawrence, the present rail-and- 
water route. That difference of 1422 
miles doesn't tell half the story. From 
Fort Churchill, the terminus of the 
Hudson bay railroad, to Liverpool is 
almost exactly the same distance as 
from Montreal, where the wheat now 
goes on ocean liners to Liverpool, so 
the two sea hauls will be virtually 
the same length. But from Saskatoon 
to Fort Churchill is only 845 miles, 
while from Saskatoon to Port Ar- 
thur, at the head of Lake Superior, 
is 1142 miles. Wheat loaded on cars 
in the prairie provinces can be de- 
livered direct to the elevators on 
Hudson bay without rehaiHllmg, and 
with a shorter rail journey than that 
to the head of the Great Lakes. 
Wheat shipped via Port Arthur must 
be reloaded into lake grain carriers, 
sent down to the Welland canal, re- 
loaded into canal barges, sent on to 
Montreal, transferred to the elevat- 
ors, and from them to the deep-sea 
shins. 


That is why, more than fifty years 


ago, Canada began surveying its out- 
let to the northern seas. Work didn 't 
get started until 1906 and 1907, when 
the first stretch from Hudson Bay 
Junction, in northeastern Saskatche- 
wan, was built in to The Pas, on the 
banks of the Saskatchewan river. In 
1911, contracts were let for the road 
to the bay. then designed to go to 
Port, Nelson, at the mouth of the 
Nelson river, and 330 miles actually 
built to the Kettle Rapids on the 
Nelson.

sion stopped the work, and for fifteen 
years the twin streaks of rust thru 
the muskeg swamps slowly sank into 
ruins. In 1926, Canada was ready to 
rehabilitate the line already built 
and push tho steel on to the bay, but 
in the meantime there was a growing 
opinion that Port Nelson was a poor 
terminus. 


Frederick Palmer, a famous En- 


glish engineer, was brot over and 
rushed to the north by seaplane. He 
surveyed the work done at Nelson, 
where an artificial harbor had beon 
started, and also visited Fort Church- 
ill, a natural harbor in a well-pro- 
tected bay. As a result he recom- 
mended that the road go to Church- 
ill, a hundred miles farther north, 
and that the $6,000,000 worth of de- 
velopment already undertaken at 
Port Nelson be abandoned. 


All construction supplies had to be 


freighted into place during the win- 
ter months, using sleds drawn by 
cither horses or tractors. Every ten 
miles a construction cache was plac- 
ed in a log and canvas camp. Each 
cache, to supply the workers for five 
miles in either direction, contained 
sixty tons of supplies, forty tdns be- 
ing food, and twenty tons wheelbar- 
rows, picks, shovels, tents, bedding, 
clothes and other articles. 


The workmen themselves were brot 


in over the snow before the spring 
breakup of ice. The workers were 
mostly Belgians, Finns, Eussians and 
Swedes. Each man was an individ- 
ual contra'ctor, working under sub- 
contract from the construction com- 
pany. Sometimes eight or ten would 
baild togethei, buy a tent and food 
supplies in common, and take a con- 
tract for a mile of grading. 


The workers who went in last 


spring and spent eight or nine 
months in the north, averages $5 to 
$6 a day above their expenses. To 
do that, tho, they worked sixteen, 
eighteen and even in soir.e exception- 
al cases, as much as twenty hours a 
day, which is easier to do in a land 
where the sun sets around 11 o'clock 
at night and rises about 1:30 in the 
morniug.

The north country probably will 


not be ready to welcome tourists and 
settlers before 1930, as all the com- 
ing summer will be required to get 
the final miles of railroad in shape 
for traffic. Mapor J. G. MacLachlan, 
the engineer in charge of The Pas, 
and Claude Johnson, his assistant at 
the end of steel, plan a steel laying 
drive over the snow this winter. 


Contrary to the accepted belief, 


the weather is not particularly bad 
in the north, and the camper and 
tourist season may stretch into the 
middle of October. There is little 
anow up to that time, and oven at 
the edge of the Barrens, overcoats 
are not necessary, a wool shirt and 
'' windbreaker'' being enough for 
comfort. At Mile 352, beside the Big 
Limestone rapids of the Nelson, some 
forty miles west of Port Nelson, on 
the bay, the temperature chart for 
the last year showed forty-six below 
zero on Dec. 9, 19927, and thirty- 
eight below on January 13 and Feb- 
ruary 2—the only three really cold 
spells. On the other hand, the ther- 
mometer reached seventy-eight above 
as early as May 12, eighty-eight on 
May 24, ninety-two on June 6, and 
nintey-two and a half on July 9. 


For a. month or six weeks, man-

And then after 40 acres of land had 
been covered, the shares and steels 
would be practically worn out.
